BRYAN VICTOR AT HEARINGS. 
Committee on Credentials Ends Work 


at 11 A. M., After Weary All 
Night Session. ~

After its all night session the credentials 
committee finished its work at 11 o'clock. 
Another meeting was called for 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon, but there was no occasion 
for tt, the actual cause of delay being the 
necessity of lining up the states on the Guffey 
contest. 5 

With the exception of the action in the 
Pennsylvania case the committee accepted 
the report of its subcommittees and sus 
tained them. The Pennsylvania colonel was 
defeated by a vote of 27 to 16. Fred Dubois 
and his Idaho anti-Mormon delegates were 
sustained by a vote of 26 to 20, while the 
reports of the subcommittees sustaining Sul- 
livan in It fnois and Murphy in New York 
went through by acclamation, 

“Tom Johnson was allowed to retain the 
Nineteenth Ohio district and the divisien of 
seats in the District of Columbia as made 
by the subcommittee was accepted. Okla- 
homa was granted é¢ighteen ‘nstead of four- 
teen seats. | 

The minority report in the Guffey case 
started with the support of fourteen states, 
including Indiana, Minnesota, part of Ohio, 
North Carolin, Idaho, Montana, Ala- 
bama, Virginia, West Virginia, and IIIinois. 
Bryan's friends, among them Dahiman of 
Nebraska, endeavored to take Illinols out 
of the Guffey ranks by saying that all Bryan 
opposition to Sullivan had been dropped and 
asking that the state join. the majority. 


Finish Amid Confusion. 


The New York cases were finished soon 
after 3:30 a. m. The hearing broke up amid 
much confusion. Senator McCarren had pre- 
sented his argument. with considerable heat, 
and Bird 8. Coler, his opponent, was no leap 
bitter. Mr. Coler accused McCarren of po- 
litical treachery and of. accomplishing the 
defeat of William R. Hearst as démocratic 
candidate for governor of New York state 
two years ago. 

Three men, Coler declared, were now in Den- 
ver endeavoring to accomplish a democratic 
defeat. These men, he said, were Senator 
McCarren, ex-Lieut. Gov. William F. Shee- 
han, and National Committeeman James M. 
Guffey of Pennsylvania. He asserted that

At the conclusion of the New York case 
several members of the committee tried to 
move an adjournment, but the chairman re- 
fused to recognize them and called the next 
case. :

A subcommittee ot the natio al com- 
mittee was appointed, and a full hearing 
given these contestants. } 

The subcommittee reported unanimously 
in favor of the certified delegation. The na- 
tional committee as a body unanimously 
adopted the report of the subcommittee, and 
this action, made the right of Pennsylvania 
in the preliminary organization absolute, 
Nobody could question their right to sit and 
participate in the business of the convention. 
The delegation, prior to the meeting of the 
convention, caucused for the purpose of or- 
ganization, forty-seven out of a total of 
sixty-eight participating. 

“I was made chairman of the delegation 
and members of the various committees for 
the convention were appointed. I was elect- 
ed a4 member of the national committee. Not- 
withstanding all this regularity, the tem- 
porary chairman of the national convention 
refused to permit Pennsylvania's delegation 
to take part in the deliberations of the con- 
vention or on its committees, thereby dis- 
franchising the sovereignty of a great state.” 

Oklahomans Come Last. 

The committee then began the hearing of 
the, Oklahoma case, which related only to 
the claim of that state to eighteen instead of 
fourteen delegates in the convention, 

At the coriclusion of the arguments in this 
case the committee began consideration of 
the verious cases which had been presented 
to it, which occupied the time until the weary 
night's session came to an end at 11 a. m.

It is a mistake to think that because Guffey 
comes from a strong republican state he can 
be run over withimpuntty. The treatment of 
the Pennsylvania delegation by the conven- 
tion Tuesday wae generally condemned open- 
ly, even by some of Mr. Bryan’s strongest 
admirers. A precedent was set which may 
disorganize a democratic convention some 
day and the disfranchisement of a whole 
delegation in every committee of the conven- 
tion was as useless as it was éxtraordigary. 
Of course Col. Guffey appealed to the con- 
vention from the action of the credentials 
committee, thus precipitating sensational 
fight of the night session, and of course the 
convention sustained Bryan so far as the 
general principle was concerned of adminis- 
tering à rebuke to Guffey. - 

Seem to Have Lost Their Heads. 

Inflamed by the enthusiasm of the cow- 
boy element and with the distorted political 
notion that mere area should count as much 
in an election as population, the Bryan man- 
agers have apparently lost their heads. 
Since Arthur P. Gorman died there bas not 
been a democrat in the east who has done 
so much for his:party as Cel.

They 
haven't done a thing in the convention to 
embarrass Mr. Bryan. Even in the matter 
of the platform they have accepted financial 
and economic vagaries with only the mild 
est sort of protest. They have stood by 
with their hands on their mouths and have 
watched the antics mayors

Perhaps the surprising thing about the bay 
time deliberations of the subcommittee of the 
resofutions committee was the extent of the 
harmony which prevafied. Even upon the 
grave issue of anti-injunction there was un- 


journed until 9 o'clock when the general dis- 
cussion was resumed. 

The subcommittee was on tiptoes when 
Gov. Haskell began to read the suggestions 
made by Mr. Bryan for planks which he be- 
Heved should be incorporated in the plat- 
form. Gov. Haskell explained that Mr. Bryan 
was not wedded to his own phraseology, but

| Bryan’s Idea of Injunctions. 
In regard to the injunction, Mr. 
stated that in his judgment the plank 
begin with a declaration of the resentment 
felt by the party to any attempted refiéc- 
tion upon the judiciary of the country; that 


by law but their jurisdiction and authority 
are defined by law, as well as their rules of 
procedure. 

He recommended that the attitude of the 
party as set forth in the platforms of 1806, 
1900, and 1904 be indorsed, that the party 
pledge itself to re@nact the federal law re- 
quiring notice to be given before preliminary 
injunction shall issue, precisely as it existed 
before 1878. A further suggestion of Mr. 
Bryan was that no injunction nor restraining 
order should remain in force for a period 
longer than three days and that the hearing 
of such order should take place before two 
judges. 

Mr. Bryan favored in contempt cases the 
trial of the defendant before any judge other 
than the one issuing the writ. 


Plan to Get Deposit Insurance, 
With respect to currency Gov. Haskell 
quoted Mr. Bryan as suggesting that atten- 
tion.be called in the currency plank to the 
fact that treasury funds were used for emer- 
gency purposes by the republican administra- 
tion for the purpose of forcing/through con- 
gress a bill which has failed to provide pro- 
tection to the 15,000,000 bank depositors of 
the country. 

Mr. Bryan insists that the needs of com- 
merce require an emergency currency, but 
at the same time he demands that such cur. 
rency be issued and controlled by the fed- 
eral government’ and loaned to national and 
state banks under proper guaranty. Finally 
Mr. Bryan recommended that a provision be 
inserted in regard to government insurance 
on bank deposits. 

Swat for Use of Patronage. 
Mr. Bryan suggested a plank entitled The 
misuse of patronage.” He expressed some 
doubt. as to the advisability of its adoption, 
but at the same time he submitted it to the 
wisdom of the conventior. The Bryan plank 
condemns the action of the president in die- 
tating the nomination of one of his cabinet 
officers as a violation of the spirit of Amer- 
ican institutions, and added: 

To force a succession in the presidency io 
scarcely less repugnant than life tenure in 
that office and tends to the égtablishment of 
a dynasty.” 

Regarding the tariff Bryan urged revision 
on the basis of tariff for only sufficient rev- 
enue to support the government. He sug- 
gested indorsement of the position of the 
democrats in congress with reference to the 
paper pulp question, 


Favors an “Adequate Navy.” 

Mr. Bryan recommended to the commit: 
tee that an adequate navy "be the attitude 
of the democratic party. In his judgment 
„this is as far as we can go.“ He proposed 
also a plank indorsing state militia, using for 
this purpose the language ot Thomas Jeffer- 
son that “A well disciplined militia is our 
best recognized defense.”

Although Victoria had been bitterly preju- 
diced against Napoleon and his wife, es- 
pecially against the former, their visit to 
Windsor entirely changed her. sentiments 
towards them. She was charmed with them 
altogether, especially by the dignified deter- 
ence which both displayed in their attitude 
toward her, and became their warm friend, 
So great was the intimacy which existed 
that when Bugénie was about to give birth 
to the prince imperial, Queen Victoria sent 
over her favorite lady in waiting, the 
marchioness of Ely, who had been with her 
at the birth of her own children, to remain 
with the empress. On two subsequent occa- 
sions when Bugénie was led by jealousy to 
leave her husband and to go to England, it 
was Victoria who intervendd, and who in- 
duced her to return to Paris before any pub 
lic scandal had ensued; and when Dugenie 
lost in turn her throne, her husband, and 
her son, it was from Queen Victoria that she 
received the most sympathy and affectionate 
consideration, manifested in a thousand dit- 
ferent ways. 

The present Lord Clarendon is the fifth of 
his line and is a cadet of the house of Vil- 
liers, of which the earl of Jersey is the chief. 
The actual earldom was created by George 
III. in 1776 in favor of William Villers (a 
younger son of the second Lord Jersey) who 
had married the granddaughter and heir- 
ess of Henry Hyde, the last earl of Clar- 
endon and Rochester of the Hyde family. To 
the latter, it may be femembered, both 
Queen Mary and Queen Anne belonged, 
through their mother, who was Lady Anne 
Hyde, daughter of Lord Clarendon, lord 
chancellor of EXngland, and who was the 
first wife of King James II. She died, as 
duchess of York, before his accession to 


the throne. His second wife Was Mary 


of Medina, who became hig queen.

Lord Clarendon has two places in the coun- 
try: one of them the now completely. ruined 
castle of Kenihworth, so familiar to all the 
readers of Walter Scott through his popu- 
lar novel of that name; while the other, 
where the earl makes his home, is known 
as The Grove,” and is situated near Wat- 
ford, not far out from It te of 
the Queen Anne style of architecture, dat- 
ing in its present condition from -the first 
years of the eighteenth century, and was 
purchased somewhere about 1758 by the first 
Lord Clarendon of the present line. It is 
said to be haunted by the ghost of the thira 
Lord Dorneraile, who was one of its former 
owners, and whose appearances on a ghost- 
ly horse, accompanied dy a pack of spectral 
hounds chasing a phantom fox are said to 
constitute a punishment for the sin which 
he.committed in building the kitchen on the 
site and foundation of the old time chapel, 
which he destroyed for the purpose.

| DECREASING THE SUPPLY. 
\ 


Geologist at Meeting in Indianapdlis 
Points to Chicago Artesian Well as 
Proof of Assertion. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 8.—[Special.]—At a 
meeting here today of representatives of 
water plants owned privately and by munici- 
palities and attended by state health officers, 
interesting papers were read, among them 


United States geological survey, who dis- 
cussed the decreasing underground water 
supply. 

The speaker declared in the last five years 
the ground water level beneath large areas 
has been falling, having lost fifteen to twen- 
ty-five feet In the last twenty-five years. 
Another evidence of the exhaustion of under- 
ground supply, he said, was the fact that 
flowing wells have ceased to flow. 

In,Chicago the first artesian well was 
drilled in 1864, and the water rose eighty 
feet above the surface, or 111 feet above 
Lake Michigan. The flow has long since 
ceased, until now the water stande fifteen or 
twenty feet below the surface. Mr. Leighton 
assigned the following causes for the decline 
of the underground water supply: 

Waste of water, surface draining by ditch- 
ing for cultivation, overdevelopment of un- 
derground waters, and deforestation.

Text of Completed Pianks. 


The planks of the platform fully form- 
ulated and agreed upon are as follows: 


PREAMBLE. 


We, the representatives of the De- 
mocracy of the United States, in na- 
tional convention assembled, reaf- 
firm our -belfef in, and piedge our 
loyalty to the principles of the party. 

We rejoice at the increasing signs 
of an awakening throughout the 
coufitry. The various investigations 
have traced graft and political cor- 
ruption to the representatives of 
predatory wealth, and laid bare the 
unscrupulous methods by which they 
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er coast in future’ should be left with- 
out adequate protection in the form of 
citizens 


Democratic position on this question, 
but the people cannot safely entrust 
the execution of this important work 
to a party which is so obligated to 
the highly protective interests that it 
postpones relief until after the elec- 
tion. And we call attention to the 
significant fact that the promise now 
made is wholly vitiated by the use of 
the qualifying words under which the 
present tariff iniquities have been 
fostered and developed. 

We favor an immediate revision of 
the tariff by the reduction of import 
duties. Articles entering into compet- 
tition with articles controlled by 
trusts should de placed upon the 
free list: material réductions should 
be made in the tariff upon the ne- 
cessities of life, especially on articles 
competing with guch American man- 
ufacturers as are sold abroad cheap- 
er than at home, and graduated re- 
ductions should be made in such oth- 
er schedules as may be necessary to 
restore the tariff to a revenue basis. 

Every. consideration of public pol- 
icy suggests the conservation of our 
the removal of those 
import duties which put a premium 

upon the destruction of our forests. 
Existing duties have given to paper 
manufacturers a shelter behind which 
they have organized combinations 
to raise the price of pulp and of pa- 


per and to impose a tax upon Know- 


ledge. 
The revenues derived from import 


duties on pulp and printing paper are 
so small and the benefits to be ob- 
tained from the abolition of these 
duties are so considerable that we 
endorse the attitude of the Democrat- 
ic representatives. in congress, who 
unanimously favored the placing of 
pulp and printing paper, lumber, logs, 
wood and timbers on the free list.

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This brought the majority report, which | 


was presented by Chairman Callahan, 
down to the Pennsylvania case. There 
were two delegates from one of the coun- 
try districts of this state who were seated 
as provided for by the national commit- 
tee. 
This left five districts, the First, Sec- 
ond, Fourth, Fifth Sixth, all of 
them from the city of Philadelphia. These 
districts were entitled to ten delegates, 
but only eight of these had their seats 
contested. The majority report ignored 
the action of the national committee and 
seated. the contéstants for anti-Guffey 
men, 

These eight delegates were absolutely 
the only ones in dispute. On all other 
reports the majority and minority of the 
committee were together, but these eight 
men represented a great principle which 
caused the first sensational fight in the 
convention, and which developed a polit- 
jeal split that may yet come back t@ 
plague Mr. Bryan and his followers. 


Majority Report Perfunctory. 

The majority report, as presented by 
Mr. Callaghan, was absolutely of a per- 
functory character and stated merely the 
findings of the committee. On the con- 
trary, the minority report, signed by the 
delegates from fourteen states, went into 
detail and presented an argument which, 
to many to be incontest-

able, but which did not have enough 


weight with the delegates to prevent a 
consummation of the outrage on the 
white-haired Colonel Guffey, who was one 
of the two contesting chairmen of his 
delegation. 

In this report, which was presented by 
J. L. Straus of Maryland, the statement 
was made, and it was not denied during 
the evening, that the contestants pro- 
duced no credentials whatsoever, and that 
they had made no protest to any local 
convention in Pennsylvania, nor appealed 
to the courts, as they were entitied to 
do by the primary law of the state. 


“Staggering Blow at State.” 

‘On the other hand, the minority in- 
Aisted that the credé@tials which had 
been approvedeby the national commit- 
tee were absolutely in perfect form 
and that they had not been attacked in 
any way -before the committee. The 
minority report concluded with the dec- 
laration that “the action of the ma- 
jority’ of the committee is a stagger- 
ing blow at the independence of the 
Democracy of the sovereign state.” 
Just here Chairman Bell, who is real- 
ly a very good presiding officer when 
parliamentary law is not involved, 
made a ruling which at once subjected 
him to the criticism of those acquainted 
with the practice in the house of rep- 
resentatives and similar bodies which 
are the standard. The point is a nice

Thereupon, Mr. Straus, who is a clever 
young man and made an excellent im- 
pression, both on the delegates and on 
the gallery, made a point unquestionably 
well taken, that as he had made an af- 
firmative motion, he was entitled to open 
and close the debate which was of great 
advantage. In making this point, he fol- 
lowed the practice of the house of rep- 
resentatives, but Chairman Bell ruled 
that a majority report always had pre- 
cedence and was entitled to the open- 
ing and closing. 8 

Following this exhibition of Mr. Bell’s 
eccentric ideas on parliamentary law, 
Chairman Callahan spoke in behalf of 
the majority report. His argument, if 
such it could be called, was a distinct 
disappointment. He did not go into the 
merits of the cases at all. He merely 
declared that in several ces more 
votes were cast at the primary several 
times over than there were Democratic 
votes at the last preceding election. 

The inference, of course, was that 
Republicans assisted in the Democratic 
primary and secured the election of the 
eight Guffey delegites from the five 
Philadelphia districts. There was noth- 
ing but inference, however. Thé speak- 
er did not produce any evidence, nor 
did he say that any had been present- 
ed to the committee showing the cast- 
ing of illegal votes in any number, 
whether sufficient to affect the result 
or not. 

This primary was held under the gen- 
eral law of the state of Pennsylvania, 
and it probably was as accurate a test 
of Democratic sentiment as the Republic- 
an primaries are, because that state is 
not famous for the purity of its elec- 
tions, either official or petrisan. 


Seats Them Without Evidence. 


The significant thing, however, was that 
the majority report seated eight delegates, 
evidently because they presented claims 
to be seated, and although they did not 
possess a scarp of writing in the way of 
credentials showing they had been elect- 
ed by any primary or convention. 

The majority report was one of nega- 
tion only, and merely because the total 
vote cast in the primary was larger than 
that at the election, seated th emen who 
were beaten in the primary in the propor- 
. tion of about three to one. 


Strong FPiean by Straus. 


On the other hand, Mr. Straus of Mary- 
land made an argument in behalf of the 
Guffey delegates which was absolutely

Minority Had No Chance. 


Not having the last word, the minority 
had no chance to controvert him. and 
the vote was immediately ordered. It 
was a foregone conclusion what the re- 
sult would be, because the convention 
was evidently determined to follow Mr. 
Bryan into the last ‘ditch. | 

The taking of the ballot was diversified, 
however, by two significant incidents. One 
was the demand’ of ex-Mayor Dupne of 
Chicago for a poll of the Tltnois delega- 
tion. which demand was promptly met by 
Roger Sullivan with a characteristic dec- 
laration that Dunne was only seeking to 
exploit himself before the convention. 

The second case was more serious. It 
involved the vote of Pennsylvania’ itself. 
It immediately developed that there were 
two chairmen, because the delegation was 
so evenly divided that the contestants 
practically hold the balance of power. In 
taking the poll it was, of course, netes- 
sary to have some list of the delegetes. 

Thereupon, Chairman Bell made a rui- 
ing which, for onee, was right,’ and 
which was diametrically opposed to the 
course pursued the day before. He de- 
cided that the roll furnished by the na- 
tional committee was the only roll be- 
fore the convention. Had he decided the 
same way the day before, Pennsylvania 
would not have been arbitrarily deprived 
of all representation on the various com 
mittees. 

Delegates Blindly Leyal. 


There were shouts of approval, when 
the solid votes of Illinois, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Minnesota, New Jersey, New 
York and the District of Columbia were 
cast for the Guffey delegates, but the 
critter’s eyes were set, the delegates 
were dlind and unswerving in their alleg- 
lance and the Guffey delegates were 
ousted by the record votes of 615 to 387, 
This is less than the necessary two- 
thirds, but, of course, it is understood 
that a good many of those who voted 
for Guffey will, when the time comes, 
vote for Bryan. | 

Stenegrapher Delays Session, 


When the night session of the convén- 
tion assembled half an hour after 8, to 
the dismay of its officers the report of 
the committee on credentials was not 
available. It seems that the transcribing 
of this report was entrusted to a stenog- 
rapher from Oklahoma at 1 o’clo¢k in 
the afternoon. He looked like a good 
man, he talked like the rest of the deni- 
zens of that state, and the cohfiding com- 


mittee figured they had picked the right | 


person for the job. 

But something happened to the stenog- 
rapher from Oklahoma, for he had not 
been seen from the moment he had been 
given the notes. The sadness of the com- 
mittee on credentials also was shared by 
that Samsonian congressman from Ken- 
tucky, Ollie James, who had dictated to 
the same gent from Oklahoma a magnifi- 
cent speech which he proposed to deliver 
and in which he designed once and for 
all to crush the Standard Oil monopoly. 


Call for War Alarm Hobsen. 


Therefore, when the delegates and visit- 
ors had been held in their seats for 
thirty minutes, wondering what delayed 
things, Temporary Chairman Bell decided 
to go ahead with a little oratory which 
would fill in the hiatus until the stenog- 
rapher could bé rounded up or the com- 
mittee prepare another report. With this 
program he recognized a gentleman from 
Alabama, who made a motion that “War 
Alarm’’ .Hobson—although he didn't. call 
him that—should address the convention. 
Before the motion was put a howl of ayes 
was followed by a greater howl of nodes. 

Mr. Bell reminded the convention that 
he hadn't put the motion. Then he pit it, 
All who loved the Hobson brand of ora- 
tory yelled “Aye;"’ those who despised it 
howled No.“ The nays seemed, to an un- 
prejudiced observer, to have it. | 

The chairman, with a smile on his face, 
said it was his privilege to announce the 
vote, that he announced it as a tie, and 
again exercising his privilege, he cast the 
deciding vote in favor of listening to some 
Alabama firecrackers.

From these facts, he drew the concli- 
sion that if the normal vote of the dis- 
trict had been cast the 704 for the Bryan 
delegates would have been sufficient to 
elect them, and he said the abnormal vote 
in itself proved the conspiracy to use 
Republican votes in a Democratic pri- 
mary.

There were pre- 
sented a large number of planks which 
Mr. Bryan had written or approved deal- 
ing with the important issues before the 
country. 

The subcommittee was on tiptoes 
when the governor began to read the 
suggestions made by Mr. Bryan for the 
planks. The governor explained that 
Mr. Bryan was not wedded to his own 
phraseology, but that he would like 
to see the Nebraska state platform fol- 
lowed in the preparation of the Dem- 
ocratic platform. 

In regard to dene them Mr. Bryan 


ö stated that, in hie judgment, the plank 


should begin with a declaration of the 
resentment felt by the party of any at- 
tempted reflection upon the judiciary of 
the country; that not only are the courts 
themselves created by law, but their 
jurisdiction and authority are defined 
by law, as well as their rules of pro- 
cedure. 


Recommends Notice Rule. 


He recommended that the attitude of 
the party as set forth in the platforms 
of 1896, 1900 and 1904, be indorsed:

With respect to currency, Governor 
Haskell quoted Mr. Bryan as suggest- 
ing that attention be called in the cur- 
rency plank to the fact that treasury 
funds were used for emergency pur- 
poses by the Republican administra- 
tion, for the purpose of forcing through 
congress a bill which has failed to pro- 
vide protection to the 15,000,000 bank 
denositors of the country. 

Mr. Bryan insists that the needs of 
commerce require an emergency currency, 
but at the same time he demands that 
such currency be issued and controlled by 
the federal government and loaned. to 
national and state banks under proper 
guarantee.

|Nebraskan’s Offer of Conciliation 


Intended to Overcome Cam- 
paign Weakness. 


A reason for Mr. Bryan's apparent 
willingness to be one party to a recon- 
ciliation with William R. Hearst—a will- 
ingness to which Colonel James Guffey 
called attention in his “appreciation” of 
the Nebraskan—may be found in the 
probability that unless Mr. Bryan se- 
cures the support of the Hearst news- 
papers his campaign will be practically 
without the support of the press of the 
country. 

The only two papers which the Bryan 
campaign managers have any reason to 
count upon confidently are the New 
York Stats Zeitung, of which Hermann 
Ridder is editor, and the Boston Globe. 

It is probable John R. McLean will 
abandon Bryan the moment he is nomi- 
nated, and that the Cincinnati Inquirer 
in consequence will bolt the Democratic 
ticket. Because of the influence of the 
Inquirer in Democratic Kentucky, the 
desertion would be a loss to the Demo- 
cratic candidate which would be serious- 
ly felt. 

In fact, Mr. Bryan, in anticipating his 
need of newspaper support, cannot find 
much encouragement from Democratic 
publishers, and if Hearst could de pla- 
cated it would be the easiest way of 
obtaining newspaper strength. 

Mr. Bryan has sounded the _concilia- 
tory note in tne Commoner and is wait- 
ing results. The probability of obtain- 
ing satisfactory ones is better known to 
Mr. Hearst than to anyone else, but the 
great commoner evidently is willing that 
he and the New Yorker should be as 
one for the purposes of the forthcom- 
ing campaign.
